GOVERNMENT RESOURCES. 

CHAD HAS COLLED ON ALL FRIENDLY GOVERNMENTS 
TO ASSIST MILITARILY BUT, DESPITE SOME USSR WEAPONS 
DELIVERY IN THE PAST, ONLY FRANCE IS ACTIVELY INVOLVED 
NOW. THE GOC REALIZES IT DEPENDS FOR ITS SURVIVAL 
ON A CONTINUED FRENCH PRESENCE. ITS PRINCIPAL 
STRATEGY IS TO CONTAIN THE REVELLION MILITARILY 
WHILE TRYING TO WEAN AWAY CERTAIN DISSIDENT LEADERS 
WHO WILL JOIN A COJQITION GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL 
RECONCILIATION TO TAKE OVER THE REINS FROM THE

3. THE MISSION AGREES WITH GOC IDENTIFICATION OF

4. THE TYPE MILITARY ESTABLISHMENT CHAD BELIEVES 
MOST SUITED TO MEET THE THREAT IS TIED TO AND SUPPORTED 
ZY FRANCE WHICH HAS VERY RECENTLY PROPOSED THE 
CREATION OF TEN (10) NEW UNITS FOR THE ARMY, 

FIVE (5) FOR THE GENDARMERIE AND ONE (1) FOR THE AIR 
FORCE. THESE FORCES WOULD BE FOR THE MOST PART 
VEHICULAR MOUNTED ON FRENCH AML ARMORED CARS 
AND ON TRUCKS. 

5. THE FORCE PROPOSED BY FRANCE AS INDICATED IN PARAGRAPH 4 ABOVE IS 
CONSIDERED TO BE SUPPORTIVE OF 
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US INTERESTS AND OBJECTIVES. IT WILL, IF CREATED, 

INCREASE THE POSSIBLITY OF RESTORING AND DEFENDING 
NATIONAL TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND WILL PROVIDE AN 
ADEQUATE AND RESPONSIVE MOBILIZATION BASE. IF 
AN FMS PROGRAM COULD BE IMPLEMENTED ALONG THE 
LINES PROPOSED BY MSAP 80 - 84, THEN THE US PROGRAM

IS AVAILABLE YET, BUT PREVIOUS YEAR TOTALS HAVE BEEN

FINANCED. THIS WULD AMOUNT FOUR 
PERCENT OF GNP. CHAD IS PART OF THE FRANC ZONE AND 
THUS HAS NO FOREIGN EXCHANGE PROBLEM.

8. PROJECTIONS SUBMITTED FOR THE FY 80 - 84 MSAP 
WERE DEVELOPED IN RESPONSE TO THE PERCEIVED NEED 
ON THE PART OF THE CHADIAN ARMY AND THE MILITARY 
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FRENCH ADVISORS FOR A UNIT TO BE USED AS A MOBILE 
MOTORIZED STRIKE FORCE FOR REBEL CONFINEMENT. 

9. THE 1977 BUDGET TOTALS APPROXIMATELY 
DOLLARS 70 MILLION (AT US DOLLAR ONE EQUALS 225 CFA 
FRANCS) AND THE DEBT SERVICE PORTION IS UNDER 
DOLLARS 600,000. ADDITION OF MORE THAN DOLLARS 
TWO MILLION/YEAR IN REPAYMENTS. IF THE DOLLARS FIVE 
MILLION ANNUAL FMS PROGRAM WERE IMPLEMENTED 
WOULD REQUIRE DIVERSION OF A LARGE PERCENTAGE OF 
THE ORDINARY BUDGET. CHAD WOULD NOT BE VIABLE

11. HUMAN RIGHTS DEVELOPMENTS UNDER THE PRESENT
